HE 28th of laft Month, the Duke of 


Vendome fet out ftom hence to return to 

Piemont. The fame day, the Grand 

Prior of France went to view the Ground 

berween the Right of the Army and 

Minerba on the Lake of Garda, and caus’d all the 
Roads to be broken up and render’d unpaffable, in 
order to deprive the Enemy of the Means of ftealing 
a March. The 29th he likewife view'’d the Ground 
on the Left of the Camp, and order’d a Bridge to be 
laid over the Chiefe, which was done the next Night 
unperceiv’d by the Enemy. Then he order’d Men 
ro work on an Intrenchment between the Chiefe and 
the Naviglio, or Canal which is cut from that Ri- 
ver and paffes from Gavardo to Brefcia. This Work 
cuts off from the Enemy the only commedious Way 
down into rhe Plain; and they have none but the 
difficult Paffage of San Offetto left, to march by 
the Hills towards Brefcia. For which Reafon the 
Grand Prior judg’d Prince Eugene would not fail to 
oppofe this Work, and that to cover it "twas necefla- 
ry to take Poffeffion of a large Caffine (or Farm- 
Houfe,) firuate berween the Naviglio and the Hills, 
which Caffine might flank the Intrenchments. So 
he put into it 4 Companies of Grenadiers, com- 
manded by the Sieur de Narbone Captain Lieute- 
nant of the Regiment of Mirabeau : Thefe he 
caus’d to be fuftain’d by 5 Companies of Grenadiers, 
and 300 Fnfileers, commanded by the Sieur du May 
Collonel of the Regiment of Vexin : He alfo order’d 
3 Companies of Grenadiers’ to guard the Intrench- 
ment he had caus’d to be made at the Head of the 
Bridge, and 600 Men to work on the Intrenchment 
between the Chiefe and the Naviglio, and to in- 
trench the Caffine. This Difpofition being made, 
the Count de Murce and the Sieur de Dillon, whofe 
Day of Command it was, and whom the Grand 
Prior charg’d to fee this Work carried on, caus’d the 
Men appointed for it to labour hard in the Intrench- 
ments : But the Enemy refolv’d to make themfelves 
Mafters of the Caffine, well knowing the Import- 
ance of it. Laft Night, they march’d with all the 
Grenadiers of their Army, fupported by 4 Battallions 
of the Brandenburghers, having with them 3 Pieces 
of Cannon, The Attack began at half an Hour paft 
\10, and was fuftain’d with extraordinary Valour by 
the 4 Companies of Grenadiers poftedin the Caffine, 
tho’ the Enemy by means of their Cannon had pof- 
fefs'd themfelves of the Yard. The 9 Battallions of 
the Regiment de la Marine which encamp’d near the 
Bridge, march’d with f{peed, and 2 of them took 
Poft on the Flanks of the Caffine with the Grenadiers 
and Fufileers that fupported the Grenadiers in it, 
and return’d the great Fire made by the Enemy, 
who feeing their Efforts ufelefs, began to retire at 2 
a Clock in the Morning. The Grand Prior who re- 
pair’d thither with the Marquis de St. Fremont, 
caus'd the 3 Companies of Grenadiers that guarded 
the Intrenchment at the Head of the Bridge, to ad- 
vance to the Bank of the Naviglio, and-with them 
forme Dragoons on Foot ; who taking the Enemy in 
Flank, oblig’d them to haften their Retreat. The 
Valour thewn by the Troops cannot be fufficiently 
commended, nor the Conduct of the general and 


fubaltern Officers, principally of the Count de 

the Sieur Dillon and the ‘ear de Narbone. The B 
nemy left above 250 Men dead on the Place of 
Action; befides a great Number that were found 
between the Caffine and the Hills; fo that we reckon 
had 4 or 500 kill’d; and i000 wounded : which 
Deferters; who come over to us in great Number 

confirm. Of the King’s Troops 97 were kill’d and 
150 wounded; among thein 13 Officers. After the 
Enemy had retreated; the Grand Prior caus'd the 

Work to be renew'd, and ‘tis continued without any 
Oppofition. 

From the Amfterdain Gaaette, dated June 26. 

A Continuation of the Journal képe in the Imperial 
Camp at Gavardo. 

The 28th of May. Deferters reported, that the E- 
nemy had fent a Detachment to guafd fonie Pieces 
of Cannon from Caftiglione to their Camp, and that 
2 Pieces were already arriv’d there, nor only éo can- 
nonade us, but likewife to render the Paffages the 
more Difficult. The Spanith Troops that were at 
Navi, are march’d towards the Milaneze, to cover 
that Country againft the Incurfions of the Parties 
detach’d by the Duke of Savoy ; which have given 
feveral Alarms there, and kill’d feveral Officers, a- 
mong them Lieutenant General Vaubecourt. 

e 29th the Grand Prior march’d with a Detach- 
ment towards Torbello and Roncadello in the Bref- 
fan. It appears the Enemy have a Defign to return 
to Navi, to the place where the Spaniards were, in 
order to cut Trenches in the Roads leading to Offer- 
to; wherefore that Poft is reinforc’d with 500 Foor, 
and 100 Horfe, commanded by Collonel Welrz. Ma- 
jor Eben of the Regiment of Vifconti, was this Day 
fent out with a Party towards Palazzolo. | 
_ The goth. We receiv’d Advice, that the Body of 
the Enemy’s Grenadiers which advanc’d to Tobello 
and Roncadcllo, after having fpokcn with General To. 
ralba, feparated themfelvesintor3 Bodies ; one of which 
commanded by the faid General Toralba march'd 
towards Palazzolo, the 2d headed by a Brgiadier 
march’d towards Soncino, and the 3d return’d to 
the Gamp of the Grand Prior. We had Intelligence 
likewife-that none of the Enemies had appear’d near 
Navi, whereupon Collonel Weltz return’d with the 
Reinforcement that was fent to Offetto. The De- 
fertion from the Enemy continued this Day. One 
Battalion of the Regiment of Bagni, and 600 Re- 
cruits for the Pruffians, arriv’d at Carigniano. We 
had Information that the PalatinfTroops were come 
into Tirol. 

The 31ft, while a Party was forraging under the 
Guard of Lieutenant-Collonel Locatelli, Major Eben 
who was returning to the Camp, hearing a Noife 
that way, made hafte thither, and faw chat the E- 
nemy having pafs’d the Canal with 300 Horfe and 
Haffars, had fallen on our Men : He advanc'd againft 
them, being feconded by Lieutenant-Collonel 
telli, and atrack’d them with fo great Vigour, that 


he oblig’d them ro'repafs the Canal. We retook 20 


Horfes that they had taken from our Forragers, and 
loft but 4 Horfes and 4 Men. The Enemy left 50 
or 60 Men dead on the Ground, of which fome were 
Officers befides 12 Horfes ; and 10 we took from 
them. Our Men continu’d their Forraging, bat 
Lieutenant.Collonel Locatelli defcrying fome of the 
Enemies in a, Caffine 6n the other fide of the Navig- 
lio, he caus’d his Troops to retire on the other fide of 
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the Hills, and march’d along the high Road of Bref- 
cia to approach the Catline: The Enemy fallied our 
with Foot and Horfe; but he pafs'd by them with 
no more Damage than of 2 Horfes wounded, by the 
Artillery which the Enemy have plac'd on a Hill near 
their Camp. Orders were given to Major-General 
the Prince of Wirremberg, to go and diflodge the E- 
nemy from the Caffine, in which they were intrench- 
ing themfelves ; for which Service were detach’d 
250 Grenadiers and 1000 Foor, 50 Pruffian Grena- 
diers and 300 Foor, and with them 4 Pieces of Can- 
non, and fome Miners and Carpenters, 800 Horfe 
were alfo order'd to fupport therti. 
The sft of June the aforefaid Detachment march‘d, 
and ati inthe Morning arriv’d near the Caffine. It 
was attack’d with fo much Vigonr, that by the Fa- 
vour of our Cannon we made our felves Mafters o 
it, one Apartment excepted into which fome Officers 
and Soldiers retit’d ; but they were forc’d to furren- 
der after we had drawn 1 of ous Cannon into the, 
Yard. There were in the Cailine 4 Companies of 
Grenadiers, who with their commanding Officer 
were all put to the Sword,except 1 Captain 1 Lieurt. 
nant and 30 Men that were taken Priloners. Dv. 
ting this Attack, there wasa great Alarm in the Ene- 
my’s Camp, and fome of their Batrallions were feen 
to advance rowards the Naviglio ; fome of ours did 
the like on the other fide of that Canal, fo that there 
was no greater Diftance between them than 6 or 7 
Paces: Then the Fire was great on both fides, bur 
ours was the fierceft, and lafted 2 Hours, till Day- 
break, when we thought fit ro retire 3 which we did 


in good Order, the Enemy making no motion to fol- 


low us. We ruin’d the Gaifine as much as -wecould. 
In this Acticn we had 80 Men. kill'd, among them 
1 Captain of the Regiment of Wirtemberg, and 236 
wounded, among them 7 Captains, 4 of them Prul- 
fians. The Prince of Wircemberg fignaliz’d himfelf 
eminently in this Adtion, and his Conduct and Cou- 
rage cannot be fufficiently commended: Collonel 
Hauftein, Lieutenant Collonel Effen, Major 
warth, and Major Pecker, Pruffians, and in fhort all 
the reft of the Officers and Soldiers, acquir’d much 
Honour. As forthe Enemy’s Lofs, Deferters report it to 
be, fome 500, others800, and others 1000 Men: The 
Regiment de la Marine of 3 Batralions, fuffer’d very 
much, lofing 25 Officers. After we retir’d the Ene- 
my re-entred the Caffine, and have fet 3000 Men to 
work on an Intrenchment ; which we have no De- 
fign to hinder. The Battalion of Bagni and the 
Pruffian Recruits mention’d above, arriv’d in the 
Camp, as alfo 400 Recruits for the Regiment of 
Lorrain. This Evening Major General Raccavione 
was derach’d with 500 Horfe, and as many Foor 
urder Collonel Hofman. 

The 2d. The Detachment that was fent out laf 
Nighr, is gone towards Navi. The Enemy conti- 
nue to work on the Caffine, whence they throw up 
an Intrenchment to the Naviglio, and from the Na- 
viglio to the Chiefe, and form a {mall Army behind 
ic. We forrag’d to Day without any hindrance. 
Lieurenant-Collonel Sploni was fent out with all the 
Huffars of our Army. 

The 3d. Lieutenant-Collonel Sploni return’d, ha. 
ving. ‘done nothing, finding the Enemy had broken 
wp all the Roads :. To Day _he is gone out agen ro. 
‘wards the Enemy’s Camp. Part of the Recruits for 
the Regimenc of Staremberg are arriv’d here.
